war.

Rosebery on Peace. 


London, May 31. — Speaking 
at 


Leeds. Lord Rosebery advised the 
leaders of the Liberal party to post- 
pone the announcement of the pro- 
grams until there was some Immedi- 
ate prospect of getting them carried 
out. Lord Rosebery said the first and 
greatest question before the public 
was peace, which he believed would 
be announced hi a few days. He said 
he hoped that all might be able to 
support the government's policy ot 
pacification, but warned his hearers 
that the ministry was not concluding 
peace with a crushed foe, to whom no 
further attention need be paid. The 
speaker said he hoped the government 
would be wise enough to adopt a gen- 
erous policy and convert brave foes 
into brave friends. This certainly 
could not be done, said Rosebery. on 
the lines heretofore sketched by Lord 
Salisbury, the premier, who said: "A 
resolute government might be re- 
quired for generations."

between the Boers and Great Britain 
will be signed in the names of the for- 
mer citizens of the two South African 
Republics who are now in Europe, in- 
cluding Mr. Kmger, thus preventing 
the irreconcilables from continuing a 
guerrilla warfare on the pretext that 
they are obeying the orders of Boer 
delegates in Europe.
